O BLESSED Lord Jesus Christ, Who dost 
bid even me, unworthy, to come unto 
Thee in the Blessed Sacrament of Thy Body 
and Blood, prepare my soul and my body, I 
pray Thee, to receive Thee. Give me true 
sorrow for my past sins, faith in Thee Who 
didst die upon the Cross to save me, firm pur- 
pose to keep from all that displeases Thee, and 
charity to forgive all who may have vexed me. 
Lord, come to me that Thou mayest cleanse 
me. Lord, come to me that Thou mayest heal 
me. Lord, come to me that Thou mayest 
strengthen me. And grant that having received 
Thee, I may not forget Thee, or drive Thee 
from me, by being careless about pleasing Thee, 
but may continue Thine for ever. Amen. 

On Friday , or some other day before your Communion , 
ask yourself very carefully the. following questions , first 
saying: 

O G0D of Truth, make me, I pray Thee, 
to know myself. Pour Thy light into 
the dark places of my heart, that I may see my 
grievous sins, and tell them truly unto Thee. 
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And this I ask through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

Since my last Communion : 

1. Have I fallen into any special sin, which 
is troubling my mind, and keeping me back 
from God ? 

2. Have I honestly tried to love and serve 
God ? 

3. Have I said my prayers reverently and 
carefully every night and morning ? 

4. Have I sworn or used bad words ? 

5. Have I laughed and joked, or listened to 
others doing so, about religion and holy things? 

6. Have I been to Church every Sunday, and 
kept the rest of the day as I ought ? 

7. When I have been to Church, have I been 
attentive and reverent, kneeling down, &c. ? 

8. Have I been honest and diligent in my 
work, or have I been slothful and idle, and 
wasted my master’s or employer’s time ? 

9. Have I been obedient at home, and to 
those set over me ? 

10. Have I been patient under reproof, not 
answering again, &c. ? 

11. Have I quarrelled with anyone, or lost 
my temper ? thought or spoken evil of another, 
been unkind, or sulky ? 

12. If I have quarrelled with anyone, have 
I tried to make it up ? 

13. Have I been envious of others ? or proud 
or conceited about myself? 
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14. Have I done anything impure, or said 
anything impure, or encouraged any impure 
thought ? 

15. Have I taken more than I ought to eat, 
or to drink ? 

16. Have I been dishonest, or stolen any- 
thing ? 

17. Have I told a lie? or deceived anyone 
in word or act ? 

18. Have I grumbled at my lot, or been dis- 
contented, or covetous ? 

19. Have I in any way helped or encouraged 
others in what is wrong? 

20. Have I been regular in my times of re- 
ceiving the Holy Communion ? 

21. Was I careful about my preparation and 
thanksgiving at my last Communion ? and have 
I tried to keep the resolutions I then made ? 



Then kneel down and confess your sins to God very 
humbly , saying , 

I CONFESS to Thee, O God, that I have 
sinned through my fault, through my own 

great fault, by ( here name the sins you 

have found out by seif examination.) O Lord, 
give me true sorrow ; forgive me these, and all 
my many sins which I have forgotten. O let 
me not fall from Thee any more. Hear me, 
and have mercy upon me, for Jesus Christ’s 
sake, my Lord and Saviour. Amen. 
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N.B. — If you have any trouble in your mind> or cannot 
quiet your own conscience , either from some sin that you 
have committed \ or from doubts as to whether you ought 
to come to Holy Communion , do not be afraid to go to 
your Clergyman , and ask him to help you . Mark well 
these words at the end of the first Exhortation in the 
Communion Office , Book of Common Prayer . 

“And because it is requisite that no man 
should come to the Holy Communion, but with 
a full trust in God’s mercy, and with a quiet 
conscience: therefore if there be any of you, 
who by this means cannot quiet his own con- 
science herein, but requireth further comfort or 
counsel, let him come to me, or to some other 
discreet and learned Minister of God’s Word, 
and open his grief; that by the ministry of 
God’s Holy Word he may receive the benefit of 
absolution, together with ghostly counsel and 
advice, to the quieting of his conscience, and 
avoiding of all scruple and doubtfulness.” 

Also on Saturday night or Sunday morning use the 
following Office of Preparation : —

that Cup. For as the benefit is great, if with a 
true penitent heart and lively faith we receive 
that holy Sacrament ; for then we spiritually eat 
the Flesh of Christ, and drink His Blood ; then 
we dwell in Christ, and Christ in us; we are 
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one with Christ, and Christ with us ; so is the 
danger great, if we receive the same unworthily. 
For then we are guilty of the Body and Blood 
of Christ our Saviour; we eat and drink our own 
damnation, not considering the Lord's Body ; we 
kindle God's wrath against us ; we provoke Him 
to plague us with divers diseases, and sundry 
kinds of death. Judge therefore yourselves, 
brethren, that ye be not judged of the Lord ; 
repent you truly for your sins past ; have a lively 
and steadfast faith in Christ our Saviour ; amend 
your lives, and be in perfect charity with all 
men ; so shall ye be meet partakers of those 
Holy Mysteries. And above all things ye must 
give most humble and hearty thanks to God, 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost, for 
the redemption of the world by the Death and 
Passion of our Saviour Christ, both God and 
Man ; Who did humble Himself, even to the 
death upon the Cross, for us, miserable sinners, 
who lay in darkness and the shadow of death ; 
that He might make us the children of God, 
and exalt us to everlasting life. And to the end 
that we should alway remember the exceeding 
great love of our Master, and Only Saviour, 
Jesus Christ, thus dying for us, and the innume- 
rable benefits which by His precious blood-shed- 
ding He hath obtained to us; He hath insti- 
tuted and ordained Holy Mysteries, as pledges 
of His love, and for a continual remembrance 
of His death, to our great and endless comfort.
